BARS MORATORIUM 
UN MORTGAGES 


Rules It Would Violate State 
and U. S. Constitutions 
and ‘“‘Produce Chaos in 
Community.” 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 20.—Supreme 
Court Justice William Harmon 
Black declared in an opinion today 
that the granting of a moratorium 
on the payment of mortgage bonds 
would violate the State and Fed- 
eral constitutions and create a pre- 


cedent that would ‘produce chaos 


in the community.” 

Justice Black, a brother of Eu- 
gene R. Black, recently appointed 
Governor of the Federal Reserve 
Board by President Roosevelt, held 
to the rule of ‘the same measure 
of justice té each” in dealing with 
a case before him. 

His decision granted the Loma 
Holding Co. a summary judgment 
for $24,117 against the Cripple Bush 


Realty Co. on a mortgage covering 


unimproved iand near Mineola, 
m 3. 
Defense Pilea Overruled. 

Justice Black overruled the de- 
fendant’s plea that present eco- 
nomic corditions are such that “to 
compel defendant to pay or raise 
a loan for the amount the plaintiff 
sues for, would unfairly deprive it 
not only of its equity or redemp- 
tion in the property but would 
harshly destroy all the defendant’s 
equities in its properties and kill 
the defendant company.” 

The defendant's plea that prose- 
cution of the action be enjoined 
“until such time as this court shall 
find the abnormal depression has 
ended and fair market exist” also 
went unheeded. 

“To put the defense briefly,” ob- 
served Justice Black, “the answer 
demanded ... in violation of every 
right of the plaintiff under the con- 
stitutions of the United States and 
the State of New York, a mora- 
torium for an indefinite period.” 

After declaring his first and 
plainest duty was to uphold the 
constitution, the court continued: 

“Equity has been said to be 
equality, that is to say, the same 
measure of justice to each. How 
court say that defen-

tonight gave warning against ex- 
pecting too much from the world 
monetary and economic conference 
opening June 12 in London and em- 
phasized domestic policy as of para- 
mount importance. 

“In large part the cures for our 
difficulties lie within ourselves,” 
Moley asserted, observing that 
world trade is only a small percent- 
age of this country’s commerce and 
that it is up to each nation to set 
its own house in order. 

“It should not be expected,” he 
said, “that the conference itself is 
going to be able to lay out a plan 
for a series of international mea- 
sures which will bring about the al- 
leviation of economic difficulties all 
over the world.” 

Saying that Republicans in the 
last campaign contended the Amer- 
ican depression resylted from a 
bank failure in Austria, Moley de 
scribed as “a popular fallacy” the 
view that the depression has spread 
from nation to nation by a process 
of contagion. 

At the same time he said “wise 
international co-operation can help 
distinctly and permanently” to lead 
the world out of distress. 

Most Serious Problems. 

Observing that nations in the last 
decade have been setting up a self- 
contained economic life within their 
borders, Moley said it would be “dif- 
ficult to make extensive attacks 
upon trade barriers however much 
this may be desired.” 

Moley, who has sat in on the ex- 
tensive White House’ economic con- 
versations preliminary to the con- 
ference, said they had shown that 
“fear and uncertainty” are the most 
serious problems to be met at Lon- 
don. 

This arises, he said, from the 
“heartbreaking burdens” placed 
upon governments by the depres- 
sion. 

Noting that war debts were 
banned from the program of the 
conference at the wish of both the 
Hoover and Roosevelt administra- 
tions, Moley asserted the present 
Administration contends “the debts 
are not a matter to be traded 
against other matters, but are es- 
sentially questions to be determined 
in consultation with the countries 
concerned.” 

Moley said the question of when 
it will be possible for the United 
States and other countries to re 
turn to the gold standard undoubt- 
edly will be explored to most useful 
advantage at the conference. 

Removal of Trade Bars. 

Describing the status of silver as 
“one of the very important ques- 
tions” to be considered, Moley said 
“it is not a question of remonetiz- 
ing silver so much as the enhance- 
ment in the price of silver in order 
that Oriental and South American 
countries may again be able to pur- 
chase American goods.” 

He referred to removal of trade 
restrictions as “probably the the 
most perplexing and difficult part 
of the conference.

Riding a 52-mile-an-hour wind 
from the northwest, a storm  ac- 
companied by thunder and light- 
ning, rain and some hail struck St. 
Louis last night shortly after 7 
o'clock. Trees were uprooted in 
various sections of the city, wires 
were blown down and windows 
shattered. 

The storm brought relief after a 


sultry day and the temperature fell 
31 degrees, from 93 to 62, between 
4 and 9 o'clock. 

A large electric sign on the roof 
of the Hudson-Frampton building 
at 3301 Locust street was blown 
down and windows of a cigar store 
at Grand boulevard and Olive street 
were blown in. Police received re- 
ports of dozens of other windows 
shattered by the wind. One wall of 
a pent house on the roof of a build- 
ing at 608 Washington avenue was 
blown down, causing damage esti- 
mated at $1000. 

Lightfiing struck the frame resi- 
denee of Mrs. Anna Goehler, 5619 
Clemens avenue, damaging it $50. 
The Osage Hills district in West 
Kirkwood was without lights be- 
cause of a transmission line which 
fell at Big Bend and Lindbergh 
roads. 

Rainfall was heavy in the early 
period of the storm and by 8:30 
o'clock the total precipitation was 
43 of an inch. 

Fred Wunderle, 19-year-old at- 
tendant in a garage and filling sta- 
tion at 4837 North Broadway, re- 
ported the wind took him off his 
feet and threw him to the ground 
15 feet from where he had been 
standing in front of the garage. He 
was treated at City Hospital for a 
lacerated chin and shoulder and a 
sprained wrist. 

Breaking shortly before the be- 
ginning of an elaborate outdoor 
party marking the opening of the 
spring season at Bridlespur Hunt 
Club, the storm ruined an artificial 
Japanese garden and spoiled the 
decorations on tables ranged 
about the swimming pool.

AUTO PRODUCTION 
AT TOP SINCE 1931 


Many New England Mills 
‘Report Increases in 
Wages — More Jobs at 


Various Points. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 20.—The rising 
lines on the nation’s business graph 
today showed accelerated building 
construction and cotton spinning, 
improved textile wages, steel fur- 


naces relighted and freight car 
loadings surpassing the previous 
year’s level for the first time since 
October, 1929. 

The Labor Department at Wash- 
ington announced an advance of 
21.2 per cent in building expendi- 
tures from March 15 to April 15 
and a small gain in wholesale com- 
modity prices. The commodity 
price index stood at 60.4 for April, 
against 60.2 for March and 65.5 for 
April, 1932. 

Freight loaded on the railways 
last week totaled 531,095 cars, an 
increase of 13,835 cars over the 


same week of 1932 and a gain of/ 


7276 ears above the preceding 
week. 

Steel operations in the Cleveland 
region were reported at 59 per cent 
of capacity, a three-point gain, and 
the magazine Daily Metals Trade 
anticipated improvement above 60 
per cent next week, with the na- 
tional scale well over 40 per cent 
soon. It forecast increases both at 
Chicago and Pittsburgh. 

At Youngstown, steel making is 
expected to move from 40 to 43 per 
cent of capacity next week. Firing 
of additional furnaces at Gary, ac- 
cording to Dow, Jones & Co., is 
likely to bring production next 
week to 40 per cent of capacity 
against 32 per cent last Monday. 

Estimated coal production last 
week was 5,050,000 net tons for a 
gain of 800,000 tons, nearly 19 per 
cent above the level of a year ago. 

Residential building construction 
east of the Rockies in the first half 
of May jumped 36 per cent over the 
first half of April, while a 10 per 
cent decline is the seasonal normal, 
the F. W. Dodge Corporation re- 
ports showed. 

Spindles and Automobiles. 

Cotton spinning during April was 
operated at 95.7 per cent of capaci- 
ty on a single-shift basis, the Cen- 
sus Bureau at Washington report- 
ed. This compared with 93.9 per 
cent in March and 70.7 per cent 
during April last year. Twenty-five 
per cent more spindles functioned 
in April as compared with a year 
ago, and 2 per cent more than 
whirred during March. 

Output of the automobile indus 
try in the week ended today was 
estimated by Cram at 55,801 units, 
highest since June, 1931, ninth suc-

The spring furniture market at 
Jamestown, N. Y., was reported a 
“sell-out” for the first time in five 
years and Jamestown manufactur- 
ers advanced their output.

Has Passed Senate and Has 
Reached Third Reading in 
the House. 


A bill to simplify procedure in 
Illinois courts of civil law and to 


Working on the premise that the 
common law system, designed to 


century ago, is now hopelessly out 
of date, the Illinois and Chicago bar 
associations prepared the bill after 
five years of research in which they 
were assisted by authorities from 
four mid-western universities. 
The bill would abolish the old 
technical common law forms of 
“blind” pleading, which its sponsors 
say actually serve to withhold from 
the parties at bar the real. nature 
of the demand or defense, instead 
of ‘giving them complete informa- 
tion about the case at issue. 
Intelligible to Anyone. 

Under the proposed legislation 
pleadings would become simple 
i statements, .intelligible to anyone. 
A suit at law would take the form 
of a clear statement of the plain- 
tiff’s demand, and the answer would 
be a similar statement by the de- 
fense of its side of the question. 

All the time-honored legal ver- 
biage—the “to-wits,” the “where- 
ases” and the “hereinbefores” would 
be eliminated and each side would 
be compelled to state its story to 
the Court just as the client now 
states his case to his lawyer before 
a petition or any answer is drawn. 
Emphasis -would be placed under 
the new proposed law in trying 4 
cause on its merits, rather than 
upon legal technicalities. 

The bill also would eliminate the 
common law requirement that all 
civil actions fit definite forms, each 
of which has a fixed title. Under 
present procedure a plaintiff who 
picks the improper form of appeal 
to the courts finds his action 
thrown out of court. Under the 
new proposed form, the necessity 
of strict, technical statement of the 
case is eliminated, and merely the 
substance of the old form of action 
must be set forth so that the Court 
can determine the nature of the 
relief desired. — 

Move to Avoid Delay. 

To speed up civil actions the new 
bill sets aside two court days of 
each month of the year for the re- 
turn of process or summons, so that 
each case may be heard and settled 
within the term of court then in 
session. Under the present system 
of court terms, plaintiffs have dif- 
ficulty in having cases heard be- 
cause continuances throw a cause 
into the next term of court. 

The bill also extends the summary 
judgment procedure already in 
force. By the summary judgment 
simple actions of debt, actions on 
contracts, leases and judgments and 
actions to recover personal proper- 
ty may be promptly handled if there 
is no valid defense to them.

U.S. Army Change 
Liberty Engines 
For Cooling by Air 


U..S. Army engineers are bring- 
ing the Liberty engine up to date. 
As origi designed, the Liberty 
was.a water-cooled “twelve.” But 
with the development of the Wright 
and other air-cooled engines for 
aircraft the air service converted 
the “V-twelve” Liberty to an air- 
cooled power plant. This was so 
satisfactory that the ordnance and 
other war department divisions are 
now adopting it for many ground 
uses. 

Instead of the engine being 
forced through the air to provide 
cooling, a blower is attached to the 
crankshaft, as is the practice in 
the Franklin auto engine. This 
ferces an unfailing draft of cooling 
air against all warm parts of the 
engine, literally wiping away the 
heat. 

On certain engines in addition to 
the outside cooling, a blast of air 
is led inside the crankcase and di- 
rected against the hot piston heads 
and.cylinder walls. The warm air 
is then piped out of the crankcase.

Gardner had not entered the dis- 
trict. He said that he has been an 
agent for a golf ¢lub manufacturer 
for some time and therefore 
thought he probably would be in- 
eligible for the national amateur 
tournament but nad not been ex- 
pected to be narreg from local 
events. 

Winter is not a native St. Louis- 
an. He came here from the Pacific 
Coast and has been a prominent 
figure in amateur golf here for a 
number of years. In his first dis- 
trict tournament here he was run- 
ner-up to Jimmy Manion. The fol- 
Jowing season, at Sunset he ad- 
vanced through the early rounds of 
match play only to lose in the semi- 
finals. The following season he was 
defeated at Westborough by EI- 
liott Whitbread in a great third 
round match but then he overcame 
the jinx and won the champion- 
ship at Midland Valley and at West- 
borough. 

Two years ago, in addition to 
winning. the district, Winter cap- 
tured the State amateur champion- 
ship, while last year he didn’t de- 
fend his State title,’ but went to 
Oklahoma City to play in the 
Trans-Mississippi and lost in an 
early round. 

Winter has represented this city 
in the national amateur tournament 
also. 

He is an exceptionally fine golf- 
er, with a game sound in all de- 
partments.

L. Seth Schnitmany, chief statisti- 
cian of F. W. Dodge Corporation, 
who made this announcement to- 

y, said if the rate continues 

rough the rest of the month, 
which is likely, the total willexceed 
May, 1932, by a modest amount and 
“would be the first time since the 
spring of 1931 that residential build- 
ing awards have been able to rise 
above their respective totals for the 
comparable period of the previous 
ear.” 
‘ “Normally,” Schnitman said, “res- 
idential building improvement pre- 

des improvement in other classes 
construction.” 

Contracts awarded for all classes 
of construction in the first half of 
May in the 37 states totaled $41,- 
715,400. Residential contracts ac- 
counted for $12,795,300, much of it 
in small homes. 

Residential Contracts Increase. 

Dividing the country into five dis- 
tricts, the Dodge reports show no- 
ticeable inereases in residential 
contracts in five of 13 districts east 
of the Rockies, comprising some 20 
of the 37 states, as compared with 
the same period last ypear. 

New England residence contracts 
were $2,022,000 against $1,766,700 in 
the previous year. The. metropoli- 
tan district of New York reported 
$2,605,800, against $2,280,200 a year 
ago; the Southeastern district (the 
Carolinas, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama and Eastern Tennessee,) 
$1,583,800 against $1,055,600; St. 

uis (Eastern Missouri), Mississip- 

, Southern Illinois and Western 
Tennessee), $706,800 against $448,500, 
and Texas, $451,900 against $338,000. 

“While it is too early to say 
whether the current substantial in- 
crease over April is beginning to 
signal a general broad advance in 
construction as a whole, there is 
reason to believe,” Schnitman said, 
“that an important impetus,toward 
this end will soon come out of the 
construction ‘plans provided for in

CLEVELAND, O., May 20.—Wal- 
ter Lippmann, New York editorial | 
writer, told the thirty-fourth an- 
nual meeting of the Associated 
Harvard Clubs today that recent 
national developments “represent- 
ed a break with the economic phib- 
osophy of our past.”

We 
find it difficult to see where fur- 
ther cuts of consequence could be 
made in the appropriations for de- 
partments under city control, ex- 
cept by abandonment or serious 
curtailment of necessary services.”

They backed mercantile enter- 
prises, theatrical ventures, real es- 
tate developments and even banks, 
so they went broke. Of the many 
hootleg fortunes of eight or 10 
years ago, not more than half a 
dozen survive in the United States, 
and those are shaved thin. 

The harbors of a dozen ports 
are filled with big ships that used 
to ferry in the liquor, all now 
gathering rust, and for sale at 
your own prize. The boat yards 
along the Atlantic Coast are pack- 
ed with big speeders that cost 
thousands of dollars and were 
used to rush the liquor in from 
the 12-mile limit, 


Trying Other Rackets. 


What you might call “plants” 
of the big liquor combinatfons, 
comprising equipment of this na- 
ture, have been junked. And the 
thousands. of employes of the big 
combinations are turning to other 
rackets idOping to make a dis- 
honest dollar. The importation of 
illegal liquor into this country on 
the tremendous’ scale of a few 
years ago is undoubtedly a thing 
of the past. The answer is, it no 
longer pays. 

This is not so say that liquor 
isn't being brought in at all. The 
smail operators carry on. But the 
zreat fleets of liquor laden ships 
no longer ply the briny deep. It is 
strictly an economic situation. 

At the peak of the liquor racket 
thousands of bootleggers made 
fortunes almost overnight, and as 
quickly lost them. The underworld 
reeked with money. It was noth- 


fing for some illiterate denizen of 


the dumps to find himself with a 
quarter of a million dollars, or 
more, that he didn’t know what to 
do with. Sometimes he set up an 
elaborate establishment and lived 
in splendor for awhile. But usual- 
ly he wound wp gambling his 
money away. 

It is a strange thing about the 
liquor racket that the billions of 
dollars that it produced disap- 
peared so quickly. Many under- 
world types engaged in haphazard 
“booting” im the early days of the 
game were really rich for a time. 
Then their money went, and by 
that time big organizations took 
over the booze trade, and systema- 
a it into a regular business. 

The pioneers drifted out entirely. 
They didn’t care for the risk. In 
New York, in Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Boston, and every other big 
city of the country, you can see 
fellows now ready for the bread- 
line who had big bank accounts a 
lew years ago. They cannot re- 
member themselves what became 
of their money. 


The Middleman Profits. 

“I was always in the wrong end 
of the racket,” a retired bootleg- 
cer told me not long ago. He was 
one of the real big ones up to @ 
few years ago. “The fellow who 
makes the most money with the 
least effort out of the liquor busi- 
bess is the middleman—the agent, 
s0 to speak. He gets an order by 
‘elephone, and he _ telephones 
someone else where to deliver 
'', 30 he never even sees a case of 
the goods he is selling. 

“The chap who takes all the 
tisk is the puller or the man who 
brings it into this country. He 
runs the risk of losing his mer- 
chandise and his liberty. The prot- 
it isn’t enough to make that risk 
Worth while any more. So I've

Some of the more far-seeing of 
the big operators began going in 
for beer a few years ago in a seri- 
ous way. In Chicago, and other 
western cities, the mobs took over 
breweries a long time back, and 
have been peddling beer almost 
continuously ever sinte, but in 
the East they stuck to the more 
profitable — ane Canadian 
ale. 

Beer was in and hard to 
handle. But it found such a 
ready sale that they kept turning 
it out and presently breweries 
were going full blast in New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and 
other Eastern cities. 


Illegal Once, Legal Now. 


Occasionally one was raided by 
the Government men. Most of 
them seemed to escape detection, 
however, a fact that many cap- 
tious citizens regarded as some- 
what extraordinary in view of the 
size of a brewery. 

Now oddly enough, the bootleg 
breweries finally began turning 
out a first-rate brand of beer, ac- 
cording to the beer drinkers. 
They installed good equipment, 
and hired the best brewmasters. 
When beer came back as a legal 
beverage, these breweries were 
ready to go into action in the le- 
gitimate field. Indeed, some_ or 
them in different parts of the 
country, have acquired licenses 
and are now just as legitimate as 
any of the old established brewer- 
ies, in the eyes of the law. 

It is conceivable that genera- 
tions hence, the newspapers will 
be referring to: some “old brew- 
ing family’ of those times that 
will be able to trace its roots back 
to the bootleg era of beer making 
in this country. Though I don’t 
suppose they will be bragging of 
that then. 


New Beer and Hi-Jacking. 


In New York not long ago, a 
couple of young hoodlums board- 
ed one of Col. Jake Ruppert’s 
beer wagons and capiured the 
‘driver and an assistant, and “‘hi- 
jacked” the load, just as the boys 
used to “hi-jack’’ the trucks car- 
rying whisky. Some saw in this 
incident a straw in the wind ot 
underworld events. They thought 
it presaged a “hi-jacking” war 
against the legitimate brewers. 

But the chances are, it was but 
the idea of a pair of unattached 
young robbers. It is unlikely 
that the underworld would at- 
tempt to develop ‘“hi-jacking”’ 
beer wagons as an organizea 
racket, because there isn’t enough 
money in it as compared to the 
risk and trouble. The Eastern 
brewers themselves are not s0 
sure on this point, however, They 
had little to say about the Rup- 
pert incident, but they have been 
carefully watching.

The President and The = itution 


Discussed by JAMES M. BECK 


Author of “Our Wonderland of Bureauracy” and “The Case for the Allies,” 
Declares “The Powers of Congress Have Gone Into Eclipse... . It Does 
“ Little More Than Register the Will of the Executive.” 


“Disintegration” of the Constitution Has Been Proceeding for Many Years, 
He Says, and Both Political; Parties Must Accept Some Share of the 


Responsibility. for This.

AMES M. BECK, Republican 
Jconcressmas, scholar-in-politics, 

constitutional student and con- 
troversial adept, interprets current 
events at Washington as meaning 
that the Constitution has been 
scrapped, and that the Union is in 
danger. 

Beck, former Solicitor-General of 


vocate. In 1914 his book, “The Evi- 
dence in the Case,’”’ was one of the 
most effective pleas addressed to the 
American public in support. of the 
Allied cause. In ‘his “Passing of the 
New Freedom,” six years later, he 
voiced the demand, which his party 
and its candidate capitalized in that 
year, for the policies which became 
known by the name of “normalcy.” 
He assailed the eighteenth amend- 
ment, on constitutional principles, in 
speeches and pamphlets. “The Van- 
ishing Rights of the States,” in 1926, 
was an analysis and to some extent 
a protest. His most recent book is 
descriptively entitled, “‘Our Wonder- 
land of Bureaucracy—a Study of the 
Growth of Bureaucracy in the Fed- 
eral Government and Its Destructive 
Effects Upon the Constitution.” 

In his speeches of this month, de- 
livered in his home city, Philadel- 
phia, and in Boston, Beck is again 
the advocate. He is not the obvious 
partisan. Both parties, he says, 
must accept some of the responsi- 
bility for the events leading to the 
rapid changes which he discerns in 
the American form of governwment. 
But, lawyer-like, he notes his excep- 
tions to the Roosevelt policies—ex- 
ceptions some of which may emerze 
from the record later, with the as- 
pect of reversible errors. 


Stick to Constitution 

or Change It, He Says. 

Beck does not scatter his shots among the 
members of the Washington ‘‘Brain Trust’; 
he ignores the supposed potency of the Moley- 
Tugwell professoriat, and concentrates atten- 
tion on the President. He leaves the vexed 
topic of inflation, and other fiscal matters of 
detail, to such able critics as Ogden Mills, 
while he devotes himself to fundamentals— 
the Constitution and the Union. 

“It may be,” he says, “that we have out- 
lived our Constitution. If so, we should have 
the courage to face the fact and.not cheat 
ourselves with delusions. An increasing num- 
ber of thoughtful Americans believe that we 
must make such fundamental revision of our 
Constitution as will reconcile it to the present 
reality of a highly socialistic state. I am not 
one of them. I would prefer to return to the 
Constitution of the Fathers, but I fear it is 
impossible. 

“If another attempt shall be made to form 
a charter of government, to be successful it 
must take into account the varied character 
of our population and the present irrepres- 


sible conflict of economic interests. A new 


Constitution, which would classify the present 
artificial division of the 48 states, with its 
palpahly unjust distribution of political pow- 
er, into three or four self-governing groups of 
states, whose economic interests would be 
more harmonious, and with a common bond of 
a central government to carry out the orig- 
inal objectives of the Constitution, might be 
better calculated to preserve the Union of the 
American Commonwealth than the present 
highly artificial federation of 48 states.” 


“Form of Government 

Caught in a Storm.” 

In prefacing his exposition, Beck pays a 
tribute to the “‘surpassing energy and politica! 
courage” of President Roosevelt. ‘“Extraor- 
dinary conditions require ¢gxtraordinary rem- 
edies,”” he says, “and I recognize that there is 
much justification for present unprecedented 
policies which otherwise would: shock the old- 
fashioned constitutionalist. Our form of gov- 
jernment, like the ill-fated Akron, has been 
caught in a storm of elemental fury, and it 
may be that it is necessary, in order to escape 
to the upper skies of safety,.to throw over.

the ballast of many principles of constitution- 
al law which have had the sanction of the 
past. I do not say that this is so, but I rec- 
ognize the possibility that the President and 
his associates may so reason. 


“My purpose, and that of my Republican 
colleagues in the House of Representatives,”’ 
he continued, “‘is to support the President and 
the policies cf the administration wherever 
we can do so without sacrificing some funda- 
mental principles of the Constitution; and to 
this end we are, from day to day, resolving 
doubts in favor of such support, even when 
we have been very doubtful as to the wisdom 
of the many legislative proposals which, with 
unprecedented rapidity, are rushed through 
Congress.” 

Beck then sets forth his main thesis—‘‘that 
our form of government seems to be in proc- 
ess of dissolution.” He says: 

“The great objective of the Constitution, 
which was to keep the Federal Governmént 
within the channels of power as carefully 
prescribed therein, has been wholly defeated. 
The Constitution today exists in form, but 
it has largely ceased to exist in spirit. Its 
disintegration has been proceeding for many 
years, and notably in the last quarter of a 
century, and both political parties must ac- 
cept some share of the responsibility. 

“A great Chief Justice of the United States, 
nearly a generation ago, in delivering a pow- 
erful dissenting opinion in the famous Lot- 
tery case, said: ‘It is with governments as 
with religions, the form often survives the 
substance of the faith.’ His analogy to ex- 
tinct religions is a very striking one. Time 
and again, after the soul of a religion has 


perished, its temples remained and its priests) 


gontinued their ceremonial! rites, even though, 
like the augurs of ancient Rome, they winked 
at each other while standing at the altar. 

“This is true today of the Constitution of 
the United States. Time was when members 
of Congress, in considering the extent of their 
powers, at least paid the Constitution lip ser- 
vice, but that time is passed and any chai- 
lenge in the Congress to its power to pass 
a given measure, for which no discernible 
grant of power in the Constitution can be 
found, is greeted with cynical indifference. It 
is true that the mechanical form of our Gov- 
ernment still remains. We still have a Prest-

the office which the Constitution 
created, and that the powers of Con- 
gress, as the great Council of the 
Republic, have gone into an eclipse.

President, in a Sense, 

Is ‘Economic Dictator.’ 

“In a sense the President is not a 
dictator, for the unprecedented pow- 
ers which he has now gatned were 
given to him by Congress, and could 
be taken from-him by Congress, but 
it is true that the President will exer- 
cise over production, transportation, 
banking and other instrumentalities 
of commerce, greater powers than 
those enjoyed by all his predecessors, 
either in times of war or peace. In 
that sense he will be the economic 
dictator of America. 

“Now a dictator, whether his 
power rests upon force or the volun- 
tary acquiescence of the people, has 
a supremely difficult task. Even in 
a country that is homogeneous and 
whose economic interests are in har- 
mony, such a dictator treads a dan- 
gerous path. To be a successful dic- 
tator in a country whose population 
is heterogeneous, and whose eco- 
nomic interests are in conflict, is an 
almost impossible task. 

“The difficulty with a dictator- 
ship is that in assuming all power, 
the dictator accepts all responsibil- 
ity. Greek mythology tells us of a 
Phaeton who attempted to-drive the 
chariot of the sun, and he came to 
grief. Let us hope that our brave 
charioteer, as he attempts to drive 
the chariot of America’s economic 
destinies, may not have a like fate. 

“The grim reality of the present hour is 
that the Constitution exists more in form 
than in substance.

Says ‘Revolutions 

Rarely Go Backward.’ 

“Some, who still revere the Constitution, 
may solace themselves with the belief that 
the present crisis only marks a moratorium 
on the Constitution, but the Constitution does 
not recognize the possibility ofa moratorium. 
Morever, revolutions rarely go backward. On 
the night of the fall of the Bastile, one of 
his courtiers entered the bedroom of Louis 
XVI and told him of the uprising. The star- 
tled King said, ‘Why, this is revolt!’ 

“To which the Duke replied, ‘No, sire, it 
is revolution.’ 

While the present revolution in our politi- 
cal form of government is pacific and may 
represent the general will, yet it no longer 
remains what it was, any more than the form 
of government in Italy was the same after 
parliamentary government was abolished and 
all power was vested in a dictator. We 
have not progressed that far yet, and pos- 
sibly never will, as the unprecedented pow- 
ers we are giving to the President can be 
taken back. But if such powers succeed, or 
seem to succeed in ending the depression, the 
American people will not, I fear, be greatly 
concerned about the change in our form of 
government, for at present they feel that any 
port is good enough in a storm. 

“The change has some justification in 
greater efficiency of — — but the 


A typical case of popular insur- 
rection was that of lItaly’s up- 
heaval in May, 1915, which 
achieved its object merely with 


meetings in the streets and suc- 
ceeded in moving the Italian na- 
tion from its stand on neutrality. 
I also classify among insurrections 
of a moral order the six successive 
electoral battles of Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler, which have revealed 
with the vote of’millions and mil- 
lions of Germans a strong will to 
wipe away the Constitution of 
Weimar. 

At certain moments in the life 
of a people, the antithesis may 
arise between institutions by 
which it is ruled, and new tend- 
encies and new needs. Revolution 
puts a stop to civil differences and 
the re-established equilibrium is 
more modifying, eliminating those 
institutions which have done ther 
time, and creating new ones. 


Revolution’s Process. 


Each revolution is, therefore, its 
Own particular process; it begins 
with a constituent assembly which 
buries the old world and gives the 
right of way to the new; it con- 
tinues with a “legislative assem- 
bly’? which creates the whole of 
the new laws destined to define a 
new situation; sometimes it is nec- 
essary to adopt defensive mea- 
sures—which, from those excep- 
tionally severe and inhuman méa- 
sures of the French revolution, 
take the name of “terror’’—for 
the purpose of destroying any will 
contrary to the new order. 

But the triumphant revolution 
must not only.defend itself against 
counter-revolutionaries, such as 
those which between 1789 and 
1793 were called ‘“‘ci devants.” 

Other dangers and other ele- 
ments may attack, deviate and cor- 
rupt it—in the first place, the 
category of those who are violent 
by nature or by education; these 
are absolutely necessary for insur- 
rection, but they become dangerous 
once the insurrection is over. It 
is necessary to settle them, from 
an economic viewpoint, and give 
them positions suited to their 
mentality and temperament, 


The Profiteer Danger. 

Next—and these are perhaps 
the most dangerous to the success- 
ful development of the revolution, 
namely, the so-called profiteers— 
come those individuals who re- 
gard the revolution as an affair 
from which they may derive per- 
sonal benefit. This phenomenon 
is, unfortunately, inevitable, bde- 
cause it is inherent in human na- 
ture, which creates few heroes 
and very few saints; but even if 
it is inevitable, it must be severe- 
ly dealt with. That is what I have 
been doing during the last ten

A Young Man’s Revolt. 

The Fascist revolution did not 
have this cortege of disappointed 
and nostalgic individuals because 
it was effected chiefly by young 
men who cannot have nostalgic 
desire for what is past and cannot 
be deluded by the future which 
they themselves may build up. 


The category of extremists may 
compromise the development of a 
revolution by dividing up _ the 
forces and creating dangerous re- 
actions. Every revolution) too, has 
its own time. That is why ille- 
gality, when a revolution has 
created a new order of things, is 
extremely dangerous. Since Oc- 
tober, 1922, I started my battle 
against illegality, although I knew 
illegality cannot disappear imme- 
diately. Time is necessary before 
the overflowing waters return to 
the channel of the new legality. 

In 1926, in a speech which had 
great success throughout the coun- 
try, I stated that the belated forms 
of Fascist violent action are anach- 
ronistic because, after the march 
on Rome, so-called “squadrism,” 
or Fascist violent action, was 
transformed and legalized into 
the voluntary militia eee national 
safety.

NCESTOR worshippers seem to for- 
A get that those who drafted the Unit- 
ed States Constitution were young pro- 
gressives (Alexander Hamilton was only 
30), ready to strike out into new paths. 
The temper of the convention which met 
in Philadelphia in 1787 was realistic 
rather than idealistic. “Experience must 
be our only guide,” was the keynote 
struck by John Dickinson. . 

During 16 weeks, the convention held 
two sessions every week day, beginning 
in May and ending in mid-September. 
July brought hot weather, bad temper 
and deadlock. Even Franklin, the skep- 
tic, could only suggest that the sessions 
be opened henceforth with prayer. For- 
tunately, the large states met the small 
ones half-way. After all, it was not the 
best possible Constitution that must be 
drafted, but the best that the people would 
be likely to ratify. Almost every question 
raised new parties, and was resolved by 
a new compromise. State delegations 
were not even united within themselves. 

Some states were very slow in ratify- 
ing the new Constitution. In Massachu- 
setts, doubtful members were plied with 
flattering hospitality and converted by 
persuasive eloquence. The convenion 
finally ratified by a margin of only 19 
votes in 255. 

In Virginia, Patrick Henry conjured up 


a horrid spectacle of the Presidént sally- 


ing forth at the head of his army to 
“make one bold push for the American 
throne.” ” 

There was no enthusiasm for the Con- 
stitution even among its advocates. 
Washington consideréd it a hopeful ex- 
periment. Hamilton, in his more cheer- 
ful moments, regarded it as a makeshift, 
and, in a bad humor, as a frail and 
worthless fabric. Few believed it would 
outlast their generation. 

Today, after 146 years of “experimen- 
tation,” we find ourselves in a changed 
world: 

New occasions teach new duties; 

Time makes ancient good uncouth; 

They must upward still, and onward, 

Who would keep abreast of Truth. 

Why not frame a modern Constitution 
to fit modern folk?

which would enact compulsory national planning into 
law. It is symptomatic of the reversal of opinion 
that a measure so far reaching as the national indus- 
trial recovery act can today be seriously proposed 


jand considered. 


The measure is revolutionary in its implications. 
It would put the anti-trust laws on the shelf. It 
would put an end to the closed shop. It would abol- 
ish the secrecy of corporate accounts. It would lock 
the door of the sweatshop. It would cut the hours of 
labor; guarantee the worker a living wage. It would 
substitute collective control for individual anarchy in 
industry. It marks a well-nigh complete reversal in 
national policy. It spells the doom of laissez-faire. 
A few months ago such a proposal would have been 
condemned as the rankest Communism. Today it 
rallies the support of the most diverse elements of 
our society. 

Industry hag long insisted that it cannot achieve 
stability while the law forbids it to check competitive 
over-production and set a price which will preserve 
profit. Industry has proposed to find the solution of 
this difficulty in the modification or repeal of the 
anti-trust laws. It has repeatedly urged that trade 
agreements on output and price be removed from 
their provisions. This exemption will be granted if 
the industrial recovery act becomes law. This mea- 
sure would empower the President to approve codes 
of fair competition adepted by such associations when 
the bodies which offer them truly represent the whole 
trade, place no unreasonable restrictions on admission 
to membership and undertake in no way to eliminate 
or suppress small competitors. The details of these 
codes, when approved by the President, would be- 
come the legal standards of fair competition. In- 
dividual enterprises which violated them would be 
held guilty of a misdemeanor and might be fined $500 
for each offense. The bill, in this particular, would 
write the Swope plan into law. 

It is likely that business would be content to have 
the administration stop at this point. But it is cer- 
tain that the rest of the community could not afford 
to permit it to do so. Such action would do no more 
than legalize monopoly. It would leave the worker 
and his wage, the consumer and his prices at the 
mercy of powerful businéss combinations. It would 
create an industrial oligarchy, a business fabcism 
which would dominate the political state. Such a 
consummation is one which must be avoided at all 
hazards if democracy is to be preserved. The admin- 
istration proposal, fortunatély, goes far beyond mere 
business planning. It provides effectively for the 
protection of labor. Every code of fair competition 
which is presentéd to the President for approval 
must recogaizé the right of collective bargaining. It 
must outlaw the yellow dog contract and the com- 
pulsion to join a company union. It must set max- 
imum hours, minimum wages and working conditions. 
These standards may be arrived at by collective nego-

tiation. Failing in this, they may be prescribed by 
the President. In these provisions, it they become 
law, labor will have won the greatest victory in its 
long years of struggle. , 
The consumer, too, would be afforded a measure 
of protection. The President may require the keeping 


If such records reveal that monopoly prices are being 
charged or monopoly profits exacted, the President 
may exercise the power which the act would grant 
him to modify or cancel his approval of the code. 
Cancelation would terminate the exemption from the 
anti-trust laws and render the offender liable to prose- 
cution. The bill would further authorize the Pres- 
ident to impose any other conditions which he may 
deem necessary for the “protection of consumers, 
competitors, employes and others.” This is a far cry 
from the simple abandonment of the anti-trust policy 
for which industry has so long campaigned. 

The foregoing provisions of the plan contemplate 
voluntary action. Trade associations will work out 
their proposed codes. They will negotiate with or- 
ganized labor in the determination of hours, wages 
and working conditions. If the plans meet the re- 
quirements laid down in the act and set up by the 
President, he will give his approval, subject to modi- 
fications. 

If the project were to stop here it might be de- 
feated by the failure of business to present codes 
for approval. It does not stop here. Where industry 
does not volunteer to act for itself, the President may 
act for it. After due hearings he may prescribe a 
code of fair competition, fix maximum hours and min- 
imum wages and specify other conditions of labor. 
He may require enterprises to obtain a Federal li- 
cense as a condition of engaging in interstate com- 
merce or in business which affects interstate com- 
merce. And persons who carry on such business 


without a license may be fined up to $500 and im- 


prisoned for as much as six months. This provision 
gives the bill its teeth. The planning which it en- 
visages is not voluntary or advisory; it is compul- 
sory. 

It is, perhaps, unfortunate that the same measure 
contains this project and the $3,300,000,000 public 
works plan. The issues which these two things in- 
volve are distinct. They are not necessarily interde- 
pendent. The works proposal should certainly not 
be made to depend upon the fate of the planning Dill. 
The remaining portions of the bill, however, are in- 
separable. We cannot safely pass the anti-trust 
exemption unless we provide, at the same time, the 
protection which the worker and the consumer would 
then require. | : 

It would be rash at this time to attempt to predict 
how the control plan will operate if it is enacted into 
law. Like the farm bill, it would substitute collective 
control for individual action. Like the farm bill, it 
contemplates limitation of output with a view to pre- 
venting unprofitable overproduction.

The House~ Ways and Means Committee has re- 
jected the sales tax as a means of financing public 
works. It has decided on higher income and gaso- 
line taxes and a levy on corporate stock dividends 
to finance the $3,300,000,000 bond issue.” 

It is a bitter pill for tazpayers that the committee 
devises. To increase the rate from 4 to 6 per cent on 
$4000 and from 6 to 10 on inoomes above that, and 
to apply normal income tax ratés to dividends from 
corporations, will be to narrow the gulf between such 
taxes here and in England; but the treasury must 
have $220,000,000 annually for interest and amortiza- 
tion if it is to put out a bond issue for public works, 
and debate is ended. ! 

It is felt at Washington that these special taxes for 
a specific purpose will not be necessary beyond the 
interval in which the eighteenth amendment is being 
repealed. Estimates of the Federal income from liquor 
after repeal run as high as $800,000,000 annually. Re- 
peal is progressing as rapidly perhaps as it could be 
expected to progress; but the committee very proper-

ly feels it cannot leave the budget unbalanced while 
répeal is progressing. 

These re-employment taxes are the first move made 
by the new administration in this important field. 
Presumably, its tax policy will develop in the next 
session of Congress. We hope to see it restore the 
excess profits tax and the publicity clause, as well as 
to tighten up the whole income tax system. It was 
the weakening of thé system that caused the Federal 
deficit. The case made against tax exempt issues by 
Secretary Hull is unanswerable. An amendment to 
the Constitution should be initiated as soon as the 
next Congress meets. 

We can make Federal income taxes as effective in 
the United States as they are in England, but we 
must first have the will to do it. We have seen 
enough of the Roosevelt administration to believe 
that it has the will to do it, and nothing could be 
of greater importance to the Federal credit. We have 
only *to watch the progress of the Mitchell case to 
discover how many reforms are needed.

SIDNEY LANIER: A BIOGRAPHICAL 
AND CRITICAL STUDY. By Aubrey 
Harrison Starke. (The University of 
North Carolina Press, Chapel Hill, N. C.) 


F one could look back across the history 
| of the human spirit as upon a vast land- 

scape spréad out beneath some peak of 
vision, our world thus seen in time might 
well appear a realm of shadows and twi- 
lights perplexed with ever-changing fog 
shapes. But also, breaking here and there 
through the shadows and the shifting fogs, 
there would be glowing spots and points of 
light. Some of these would seem like bea- 
cons, shedding a pale but undiminishing il- 
lumination across the troubled scene, and 
others would flash a moment, to be lost in 
some new wave of darkness. 

But surely, whether briefly seen or long 
enduring, whether seeming great or small in 
the quantitative way of seeing, there would 
be an essential likeness in the quality of 
all those big and little, those brief and con- 
stant lights, without whose influence the 
darkness of the beast would be unbroken 
over all the landscape. 

This quality of illumination is still a mys- 
tery, for all our ultra-modern psychdlogizing. 
We used to call it genius, and let it go at 
that. Whatever we may choose to call it 
now, or however we may be persuaded to 
explain it in scientific terms, it is that alone 
which has made us as human as we are; 
and to those who have once truly felt it in 
its essence, its quality is unmistakable. It 
is the quality alone that matters; and ‘to 
consider it quantitatively is, in the last anal 
ysis, an impertinence. 

This picture of the darkling human spirit 
in time, and the illuminations that break 
upon it through occasional personalities, 
seemed peculiarly applicable to the case of 
Sidney Lanier as one reader followed with 
increasing gratitude 
Starke’s scholarly and finely sensitive study 
of a great lyric poét. 

It is now more than half a century since 
Lanier died, and, although his name is gen- 
erally known, it cannot be said that he has 
“come into his own,” as we have a habit of 
saying about genius that has presumably 
been ,honored by our full-throated clamor. 
Many doubtless do deeply appreciate the 
poetic miracle of illumination that is to be 
experienced in “The Marshes of Glynn” and 
“Sunrise”; but the number of those who do 
must be relatively small. To a far greater 
number, the name of Lanier recalls the 
“Song of the Chattahoochee” or perhaps 
“The Revenge of Hamish”; and the light 
which was Lanier is in neither of these. 

Doubtless most of even those who have 
truly felt the rare beauty and meaning of 
the man’s highést utterance in the two 
poems first mentioned, in “The Crystal,” and 
here and there to « lesser degree th 
out his work, are inclined to think of the 
man a bit sadly as of one who oniy par- 
tially “succeeded,” 

But there is a curious reversal in our con- 
ventional sense of values. The quality of 
illumination that broke through a few of 
Lanier’s lyrics is simply that of the light 
that never was on séa or land; and it could 


not be more so if there were a thousand ' 


times as much of it. It is we who have 


failed to come into our own, in so far as we : 


have thus far failed ta see. 


Aubrey Harrison: 


Whatever Lanier himself may have felt 
at times about his fate, he was a great 
victor in the only sense that matters very 
long. And just how great a victor he was, 
and is, has nevér before been so convinc- 
ingly revealed as in Prof. Starke’s critical 
biography. It is the purpose of the work 
to reveal that victory that we may share it. 

“In the poems,” says the author, “which

The same methodical planning 
appears in a notebook in which he 
outlined in advance all the equip- 
ment and every step in preparation 
and execution of the flight to 
Paris. When he arrived in Paris, 
it seemed, he wanted to remember 
just this: “Arrange for care of 
plane. Arrange for guard. Cables. 
Arrange for clothes. Arrange for 
quarters.” And then, as an after- 
thought, “Postcards—U. 8.” 

The “Spirit of St. Louis” had its 
own log, all to itself, beginning 
with the first test at San Diego on 
April 28, 1927. The record shows 
it had flown 27 hours, 25 minutes, 
before the flight to Paris. The 
trans-Atlantic flight takes up two 
lines of the log: 

“May 20, 1927, and May 21, 
1927. New York to Paris. 33 
hrs. 30 min.” 

Two Hours and Half in Fog. 
Even for the indomitable “Spirit 
of St. Louis,” there were the haz- 
ards of the game, the log makes 
clear. Touring this country, on the 
way from Boston to Portland, Me., 
on July 23, 1927, the log shows that 
Col. Lindbergh “circled Portland in 
fog for 2% hours.” He landed at 
Concord, N. H., since it was impos- 
sible to locate the Portland air- 
port and he had to keep his silver 
monoplane under guard against 
souvenir hunters. 

On Dec. 30, 1927,. he logged, 
“Guatemala City to Belize. (En- 
countered rain and fog. Flew 
blind for considerable time.) 3 hrs. 
20 min.” Persons familiar with 
the narrow polo field at Relize 
wondered not only how he landed 
there, but why he ever attempted 
it. The fact, generally unknown, 
was that he had to land there. An 
intake heater had broken, so that 
the exhaust from one cylinder 
passed through the carburetor and 
cut out three cylinders. Reaching 
Belize at all was a task. 

His greatest flight, in the opin- 
ion of fellow-aviators, was the hop 
from Havana to St. Louis, non- 
stop, which concluded his good-will 
tour of Central America. On what 
meteorologists called “the worst 
day he could have chosen in sev- 
eral months,” shows the log for 
Feb. 13, 1928, he made it in 15 
hours and 35 minutes. 

On the following day he greeted 
60,000 school children assembled on 
the St. Louis levee, and, the log 
records, “Flew three hours. over 
St. Louis.” He never explained 
that three hours beyond a taciturn 
“just flying around.” But it’s not 
implausible that he was saying 
farewell to his faithful partner in 
the unbeatable combination, “We,” 
for the ship was soon to go to the 
Smithsonian Institution.

ping of our Constitution, He may 
say, and with*some reason, that 
the theory that any Government 
could be long restrained within the 
limits of a document, was a great 
illusion. The framers of the Con- 
stitution seemed to realize this, for 
after the Constitution was adopted, 
Washington, Franklin and Hamii- 
ton seemed to regard it as little 
more than a temporary bridge ‘hat 
would span the gulf of anarchy 
then existing. 

“A great statesman of Massachu- 
setts, Mr. Gorham, who in Wash- 
ington’s absence presided over the 
constitutional convention, said he 
did not imagine that anyone there 
present seriously supposed that the 
Constitution would last for 150 
years. Now that 144 years have 
passed, the Constitution as now‘ in- 
terpreted and administered is not 
the Constitution which came from 
the hands of Washitigton and 
Franklin, Madison and James Wil- 
son. That was a Government of 
limited powers; our Government is 
in many réspects a Government of 
unlimited powers. 

‘The future historian may say 
that constitutions are made for 
man, and not man for constitutions, 
that when it had outlived its use- 
fulness it could only perish; ar.d 
that, at all events, it was changed 
to meét the necessities of the most 
changing and progressive people in 
the world. 

“But it is possible that some fu- 
ture Gibbon may take another view 
when he comes to narrate the de- 
cline and fall of the American Con- 
stitution. He may express the 
opinion that the Constitution re- 
mained as it began, one of the 
wisest and noblest charters of gov- 
ernment in the annals of mankind, 
and that it failed in the hysteria 
of an economic crisis, not because 
it was unsound in theory, but he- 
cause the present generations of 
Americans were unworthy of their 
priceless heritage. 

Americans Easily “Deluded by 
Phrases.” 

“Possibly no people are so de- 
luded by phrases as the American 
people. They confuse theories with 
realities. They are either apathet- 
ic to the destruction of their con- 
stitutional form of government, or 
they do not realize its steady sub- 
version. To them it is enough that 
the great charter, in its original 
characters—now hardly legible— 
stands upon the walls of the Con- 
gressional Library in Washington, 
and the average American cheats 
himselé with the delusion that its 
mighty mandates still have self- 
executing. power. 

“It is true that if the Constitu- 
tion were submitted tomorrow, as 
an entirety, to a referendum of the 
American people, it would be re-af- 
firmed by an overwhelming vote, 
and it may be doubted whether 
any other nation in the world could 
thus resubmit its form of govern- 
ment to its people for acceptance 
or rejection, and have the same as- 
surance of ré-affirmance. This is 
so, but, paradoxical as it may seem, 
the American people are either 
ignorant of, or apathetic to, the 
slow undermining of the Constitu- 
tion which has been in progress 
for the last 25 years. As a living 
force in restraining the excesses of 
democracy afd preserving the 
boundaries of power between the 
nation and the states, it is little 
more than the ruins of the Parthe- 


Those Periodic Roundups. _— 

Or perhaps your town is one of | 
those periodical round-up-of-rack- | 
eteer towns, of which there are | 
many in the U. S. A. The idea is 
that the police gather in all the | 
lads around town who are definite- 
ly known to them as racketeers, 
gangsters, and the like. They are 
brought in with a great hullabaloo, 
and much publicity in the public 
prints, but the extraordinary fea- 
ture of this round-up business is 
that the collection in the public 
corral rarely discloses a character 
of sufficiént importance to bring 


tas much as an alderman to his 


rescue. The big fish always get 
away. 

But the round-up serves the pur- 
pose of a sedative to the ‘public 
nerves, especially if they are some- 
what on edge from an overdose of 
racketeerism. The police head of 
the average community, unham- 
pered by political considerations, 
and functioning honestly and sin- 
cerely, would be apt to make the 
racketeers in his section hard to 
catch in about 24 hours. 

But what's the use of kidding 
ourselves about this? 

Politics and Crime. 

We all know that with politics 
making a bedfellow or organized 
crime, the most sincere policeman 
in the world is bound to be sorely 
handicapped. 

If the police always made public 
the names of those sponsoring the 
release of known bad characters 
after these characters have been 
arrested, I think some of our com- 
munities would be surprised and 
shocked. ? 

As I have suggested, many cities 
haven't been paying their police- 
men with any degree of regularity 
for a couple of years. Yet the citi- 
zens of these cities expect the po- 
licemen to go on performing their 
duties honestly and efficieritly, and 
the citizens would be appalled if 
one of the policemen took a _ five 
dollar gratuity, and would denounce 
him as a thief. 

At the same time some of these 


racketeers-to-be 

lums, the politicians had no use for 
them, except perhaps at election 
times. In those days, the police de- 


non—still beautiful to the eye, but 
no longer a dominating force. 

“Tt is not merely that many great 
limitations of the Constitution are 
openly disregarded, or that powers 
are now exercised which were 


never granted to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, or that the respective 
functions of the executive and leg- 
islative branches of the Govern- 
ment have been hopelessly con- 
fused, but, even more important, 
many of the basic purposes of the 


provisions were but one expression, 
have now been destroyed.” 
Traces the Growth of U. 8. Bureau- 


cracy. 

The instance which Beck cites is 
the enactment in 1889, exactly one 
century after the adoption of the 
Constitution, of the interstate com- 
merce law, “to forge the chains for 
commerce by bureaucratic regula- 
tion.” The Sherman anti-trust law 
followed, and was the preface to 
increasing bureucracy over  busi- 
ness. Federal usurpation of powers 
reserved to the states, through ap- 
propriations of Federal money for 
non-Federal purposes, and with 
conditions attached, has followed, 
he said. 

The “heresy” that the Govern- 
ment can regulate interstate com- 
merce, to the point of forbidding 
certain producers to engage in it, 
was next discussed. To deny a 
manufacturre the privilege of sell- 
ing his products in interstate 
trade, because he does not conform 
to a fixed standard of output, 
wages or working hours, was de- 
clared by Beck to be “economic 
slavery.” 

Attempts of the Federal Govern- 
ment, through the Departments of 
Agriculture and Labor, to control 
the farm and the factory, were out- 
lined, with the comment that pend- 
ing legislation, if passed, wou!d 
complete Government control over 
these basic activities. 

Beck traced the growth of che 
Department of Agriculture, and 
farm credit laws of recent years. 
which he described as “virtual doles 
to the farmer.” 

“In giving these virtual doles to 
the farmers at the expense of the 
industrial states,” Beck said, our 
Government, in attempting to in- 
flate farm credit, is deflating ‘the 
morality of the individual. Present 
legislation is seeking to convert the 
farmer into a mendicant, who bor- 
rows with the easy conscience of 
Wilkins Micawber.” 

Beck Comments on KHoosevelt’s 
Ideas. 

President Roosevelt's radio speech 
of Sunday night, May 7, contained 
two “disingenuous suggestions,” 
Beck said. The first of these was 
“the intimation that the debtor 
should be required to pay only the 
sum borrowed in dollars of he 
same purchasing value as when the 
loan was negotiated.” Beck s&id 
no such principle had ever been 
recognized in this country. “A man 
borrows money as he buys stocks 
in the stock exchangé, with full 
recognition that the purchasing 
value of the dollar may Pfise or fail 
during the period of the loan. “To 
suggest,” Beck added, “that his 
moral obligation to pay diminished 
as the price of commodities falls, 
is not calculated, when the Gove?n- 
ment takes over farm loans, to in- 
duce the farmer to respect his obli- 
gations.” 

President Roosevelt's other “re- 
markable statement” in the May 7 
address, Beck said, was that Con- 
gress had not surrendered its pow- 
er, but “still retains its constitu- 
tional authority, and no one has 
the slightest desire to change the 
balance of these powers.” 

This could only mean, Beck com- 
mented, that “the abdication of 
power is the exercise of the pow- 
er.” This, he said, is the present 
idea in Germany, where the Reich- 
stag has given its lawmaking pow- 
er to the Chancellor. 
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made up of trim young fellows of 
great muscular development, who 
commonly wore caps, and blue flan- 
nel shirts, so that they looked more 
like stevedores than policemen. 
With their flexible little blackjacks 
in their pockets, or up their sleeves, 
these young men dropped in unex- 
pectedly on the haunts of the bad 
boys, and deftly knocked their ears 
down. ; 

The efficacy of this treatment 
was truly amazing. In those days 
no man cared to have it noised 
about that he was tough, no matter 
how tough he may have felt, for 
fear of his fame inspiring a call 
from the strong-armers. The char- 
acters who came along afterwards 
in the -post-prohibition days to 
achieve wide notoriety as gangsters 
and racketeers, and to enjoy a 
somewhat puzzling immunity, 
couldn’t have reached first base in 
the strong arm days. The blue 
shirts, asking no questions, engag- 
ing in no arguments, would never 
have left them get started. 

Money and Politicians. 

As the racketeering brought in 
the money in bales, the age-old 
hookup with politics became inev- 
itable, and politicians began frown- 
ing on the practice of knocking 
down the ears of their new bed- 
fellows, though privately the poli- 
ticians might admit that the ears 
needed knocking down, at that. The 
gangster-racketeer was no police 
problem at all until he got hold of 
plenty of money and was able to 
enlist political influence. He would 
be no problem now without the po- 
litical influence. 

And I don’t blame Policeman 
Jones for feeling pretty sore when 
he sees Herman Abbadabba walk- 
ing around with his pockets nicely 
lined with what-it-takes while Po- 
liceman Jones is still wondering 
how he is going to meet his gro- 
cery bill. ' 
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matter of detail, It goes to the 
foundations of the Constitution. 
That great document required that 
the Congress, and not the Presi- 
dent, should determine whether 
war should be declared; that the 
Congress, and not the President, 
should regulate the value of our 
currency; that Congress, and not 
the President, should impose taxes. 
It was intended that these import- 
ant functions should be discharged 
by a body, which would - broadly 
represent the people of the country. 
If there be any justification for 
such action, it lies in the fact that 
the present critical conditions re- 
quire an abandonment of our con- 
stitutional safeguards. Such a 
theory is intelligible, but the theory 
as advanced by the President, that 
the Congress retains its powers 
when it makes a complete delega- 
tion of them to executive officials, 
makes the Constitution a mere 
rhapsody of words.” 

“Taxing One Class 

To Benefit Another.” 

Beck then discussed the farm re- 
lief bill, which he declared would 
tax one class to benefit another, 
and the Black bill for limitation of 
working hours, which he said was 
clearly contrary to past decisions 
of the. United States Supreme 
Court. 

“We are thus confronted with a 
two-fold proposal—that the farmer 
will be offered a dole to restrict 
the amount of his acreage and the 
character of his crops, and the 
‘workers in the factoriés are regi- 
mentalized and denied the right to 
work’ if the manufacturer has 
sought to give them employment 
for more than 30 hours a weéék, or 
has produced more than the Seere- 
tary of Labor regards as desirable. 

“ ‘Can such things be, 

And overcome us as a summer 

cloud, 

Without our special wonder? ” 

“Should this new policy as to ag- 
riculture and manufacturing be 
carried into effect, we will have as 
truly a socialistic government as 
that of Russia or Germany, and 
a more socialistic government than 
that of Italy. 

“The chief difference between 
the action of the Hitler government 
and our present form of govern- 
ment, seems to be largely the dif- 
ference between sincerity and hy- 
pocrisy. In Germany they are 
stern realists, and they do not con- 
fuse form and substance, or cheat 
themselves with phrases. 

“If we were realists like the 
Fascist party in Germany, Con- 
gress would simply authorize the 
President to pass any laW he 
pleases, and then adjourn for four 
years; and in America stich is the 
present tendency to welcome the 
centralization of power, that I am 
not sure the average citizen would 
not welcome this method of solving 
our present problems.” 

Beck then spoke of the Union, 
its problems of creation and its past 
crises, and developed the thesis 
that “in recent years, and especial- 
ly since the sixteenth amendment 
(income tax), the wealth of the in- 
dustrial states has been slowly di- 
vested to support mendicant agri- 
cultural states, which take from 
the public treasury far more than 
they contribute.” This “pillaging” 
of the populous industrial statés to 
support the agricultural states by 
“doles,” Beck suggested, “may lead 
with extraordinary abruptness to 
a crisis.” On this he based his 
tentative suggestion that a _ re- 
alignment of the sections of the 
Union, and formation of semi- 
independent groupings of the states, 
might come about.

HORTHAND, although not a college

The exponents of the new method say that by radio

Fighty-three per cent of learning, the visual edu- 
cators.say, comes through the eye. Thirteen per 
cent comes through the ear and 4 per cent through 
the other senses. Instruction by television, they 
contend, will therefore mean combining the efficiency 
of sight and sound methods and will multiply many 
times over the efficiency of the sound method alone. 

When the observer first sees television he sees 
red. The picture which shows up in the little frosted 
glass frame in the receiving set comes through neon 
gas, taking on a rosy hue. At first it recalls old- 
time mowes that used to flutter uncertainly at the 


tensest moment in the story. It wavers, sliding un- 
certainly into the frame from the side. Maybe it 
will stop freakishly, only semi-focused, half on one 
side of the frame, half of a different picture on the 
other. This is rectified by the turning of a dial as 
in the adjusting of magic lantern slides, so that a 
complete and not a fragmentary picture is flashed on 
the suspended sheet. 

The observer can't yet peer into a television re- 
ceiving set and expect to see a beautiful line of high- 
kicking chorus girls. In fact he couldn't see more 
than three chorus girls, and not much of them at 
that. It can't be done. No more than three per: 
formers can get into a televised picture at one time. 
With only two, the features of each stand out more 
clearly. If only one occupies the stage, the picture 
is even more clear-cut. A head and shoulders re 
production comes across best 

It is no easy task to put on a television broad- 
cast. The limitations are severe compared to those 
prevailing in ordinary movie photography. What 
happens at the sending end of television is something 


like this: 


NTO a darkened room steps the announcer. He 

walks into focus before a white background panel 
and looks away from it through a two-foot square, 
shoulder-high opening, into the lens of the television 
camera. He faces wavy flashes of light that project 
on the white background. silhouetting the performer. 
The performer must stay during his broadcast within 
the area of light on the background. The size of 
this area may be varied by adjusting the lens of the 
scanner. 

For one person it may be but one foot square, 
permitting only a picture of the face to go out over 
the ether. A slightly larger exposure will include 
shoulders and arms; a still larger exposure, the whole 
upper body. As the area of light is expanded, de- 
tails of the picture are dimmed and finally lost 
The smaller the light area, the clearer the picture. 

So sweeping dramatic gestures, rough-and-tumble 
gymnastics or mob scenes are still taboo in tele: 
vision. Close-ups in facial expression are a third 
degree for the performer. To look into the camera 
he must face an intense light which projects on the 
background. A second of it is blinding. What 
goes out over the air is not the lovely likeness of a 
beautiful young co’ed, or the clear-eyed gaze of a 
handsome man, but a squinting, strained photo-

The 
stripes chase each other from top to bottom of 
the illuminated area 
Slip-ups occur, of course, in the best of studios 
Sometimes, however, they re hard, not to say 
embarrassing, to explain. Not long ago a 
inetropolitan station was switched on the 
air a few moments ahead of schedule 
Observers saw the performer enter the 
scene, arrange his paraphernalia, sit down 
to await the program's beginning. He 
was obviously nervous. He mopped his 
forehead, chewed his fingernails, drummed 
the tabletop. Finally the television 
audience saw him reach into his hip 
pocket, draw out a pint flask and take a 
healthy swig. He got the air soon enough 
“Two primary difficulties confront television 
today, asserts Professor Kurtz. “First there 
is what is known as ‘ghosting’: second, there 
is a lack of synchronization. 

In “ghosting” the same picture appears more than 
once in the fraine at one time; generally the com: 
plete picture is seen in the center of the frame, sur- 
rounded by fragments of itself. Why? In broau 
casting, two waves carrying the same picture go out 
over the ether. One goes straight to the receiving 
set’ the other soars 150 miles in the air, strikes a 
mysterious something called the “heaviside’ layer and 
is reflected back down to the receiving set. Having 
traveled farther in its roundabout course than the 
direct wave, its picture arrives a fraction of a second 
later and in fragmentary form—which picture is the 
‘ghost’ that sometimes haunts and spoils what is 
seen in receiver frames. A quarter wave antenna at 

the sending station minimizes this. 

What synchronization means is simply this: to go 
out over the ether, a picture must be broken up into 
2025 dots which are sent out one at a time and built 
up again into a complete picture by the receiving set. 


Both machines—rcceiving and sending—must func 
tion at the same speed; pictures torn down by the 
transmitting machine must be built up at the same 
rate by the receiving set. Both are run by electricity 
If the same power plant supplies current for both 
receiver and sender, the two sets may be “synchron 
ized, and pictures come through clearly. 

On the other hand, if one power plant supplies 
current for the sending apparatus, and a different 
power plant for the receiver, pictures are likely to he 
torn down faster or slower than they are built up 
and what we see is therefore a shifting picture. 

Like movies, television depends upon optical illu 
sion. Actually, what you see in the frame of your re 
ceiver is not a whole picture, but one single fragment 
of it, one after another, and many separate pictures 
one after another. It all happens so fast that what 
you appear to see is a continuous picture of what goes 
on in the broadcasting studio. 

Breaking up the picture is dune by “scanning 
it with dots of light that shine through a perforated 
disc revolving in the camera-like machine of the 
sender. These dots, racing across the white hack 
ground against which the broadcasting artist is sil 
houetted, are reflected back on a bank of photo 
electric cells. These cells change the light waves into 
fluctuating electric current that goes out over the 
ether. Sound waves of the performer's voice are 
also changed here into variable electric currents 


HE experimenters are now making a particula: 
investigation of color effects for background and 
make-up. For instance, it has been found that dark 
complexioned men's faces tend to have a whiskery 
appearance on the television screen even though they 
are clean-shaven. It has been found also that lips 
must be made up with blue instead of red in orde: 
to get the proper effect in the picture. Another 
trick learned is that of putting grease paint on tne 
lower half of the face. Women are inclined to 
appear chinless without this, as all outlines come 
through in light and shadow 
Thus the experimentation goes on and one detail 
after another is worked out. lowa intends to be 
ready with the latest improvements in case televised 
education catches hold. So far no students have 
actually been enrolled for courses conducted by broad 
cast. Up to now the work of the station has been 
principally that of laying a technical foundation for 
the future and of determining just what courses lend 
themselves to television teaching. The experimenter: 
are chiefly advanced students in electrical engineering 
Faculty members believe, however, that regularly 
organized courses for broadcasting will soon appear 
in the university's curriculum.

In the first place, women provided 
the incentive that spurred the young 
Lieutenant to risk career and an hon- 
orable name to obtain money. He 
needed money to carry on his expen- 
sive amours. A woman then was the 
bait that lured him into the grasp of 
a German agent who had money to 
pay for military information. Finally, 
it was a woman who first suspected 
the real nature of his activities and 
reported him to the British Intelli- 
gence Office, sctting detectives on his 
track. Even his trial by court-martial 
was not without its feminine partici- 
pants. There were several mysterious 
women among the 10 secret witnesses 
examined. And there were other 
women in the land who followed the 
proceedings with interest and concern, 
for Baillie-Stewart had cut a wide 
swath as a ladies’ man. 

Trapped red-handed by the British 
Intelligence operatives, caught ‘with 
the goods’’ through intercepted letters 
containing money, the 24-year-old gal- 
lant fell back upon women as a de- 
fense. He tried to show at his trial 
that the money had been sent to him 
by an infatuated admirer in Berlin, a 
certain ‘Marie Louise’ with whom he 
had conducted an affair during a holi- 
day from the army. He tried to prove 
That she and others had contributed to 
his income out of gratitude for his 
society. But the court-martial, while 
conceding that the evidence indicated 
such practices were not out of har- 
mony with his type of gallantry, de- 
cided the ‘“‘Marie Louise’’ money—- 
about $300—had really come from the 
German Government and that Marie 
Louise herself was either a German 
agent or a romantic fiction. Accord- 
ingly, the eourt voted conviction on 
seven of 10 counts alleging violation 
of the official secrets act. The find- 
ing of “not guilty’ on the other 
three saved him from the brand 
of ‘“‘traitor,”’ but did not save him 
Irom @ prison sentence and dishonor- 
able discharge from a famous regiment.

The veil of mystery which was 
thrown about the case from the be- 
ginning also whetted the public appe- 
tite for more. Following his arrest, 
Lieutenant Baillie-Stewart was held a 
prisoner for some time before his iden- 
tity was disclosed and he was held—of 
all places—in the historic Tower of 
London. The presence of a mysterious 
prisoner in the Tower was in itself 
enough to sharpen curiosity almost to 
the point of frenzy, for the famous 
old prison, symbol of tragedy for a 
thousand years, had been little used as 
a jail in recent times.

This story behind the conviction, in- 
cidentally, emphasizes the efficiency of 
the British military intelligence de- 
partment, the famous M. I, 5. 

Baillie-Stewart, so the evidence dis- 
closed, went to Berlin early in August

“The trouble with a great many 
marriages seems to be that the people 
concerned are not proud of their re- 
lationship. They begin by being 
proud of each other, of the new house, 
the new dignity, but quite soon they 
lose this feeling... .” | 

Perhaps this aims at the root of the 
trouble, for next we read: 

“The instinct to relax in private isa 
sly, insidious dan- 
ger to the life of 
these two people. 
Marriage is not pri- 
vacy, it is not aoli- 
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tude; it is a social affair, and every. 
thing they do together should be done 
with taste and elegance.”’ 

She deplores the type of modern 
marriage in which husband and wife 
are thrown together every moment of 
the day, for the simple reason that in 
a small apartment, however swagger- 
ishly up-to-date, it is almost impos- 
sible to be alone. She says: 

‘‘Modern romantic love marriage is 
the most daring experiment yet tried 
by human beings.

Writing of the utter lack of con- 
sideration for each other which 80 
many married couples show, Miss Bor- 
den points out that no matter how 
small the space they have to fit into.

He must not expect to be 
welcomed in every stage of dress or 
undress; and he must leave hia wife 
alone when she is engaged in ‘‘such 
humble pursuits of dressing and un- 
dressing,’ or doing up her face. 

And here is another picture which 
should help to show the wisdom of a 
successful happy wife’s knowledge of 
the technique of marriage. 

“When he is reading, playing golf 
and so on, I have a pleasant sense 
of his superiority.

With the coming of the war, and the 
resultant economic stagnation, men 
have been getting more tired during 


the last 20 yeafs and the women more 
vigorous. In the war, women found 
they liked the unusual work. Out of 
the melting-pot has come a new era— 
of women’s einancipation. The woman 
is no longer “house bound,” and she 
can get a job even better than -her 
husband’s in some cases. At any rate. 
she is helping with the home finances. 
All this the book points out. 

Miss Borden outlines the mental at- 
titude of menfolk in this altered social 
atmosphere. They are afraid that 
womenfolk will get the outlook of 
men, and will regard infidelity as an 
incident, perhaps, as so many nien do. 
Men also*resent woman's independ- 
ence (a flicker there of primitive 
pride of possession), as the author 
points out. Quite plainly, too, does 
she suggest that the new economic 
freedom of woman is going to be of 
immense moral significance. 

“My own observation and experi- 
ence,” she says, “prove to me that 
active occupations make happier wives 
and mothers than idle ones.... 

“Tt eouldn't understand why .- the 
marriages of decent, self-respecting, 
intelligent women who contributed to 
the family budget should so often go 
wrong, until it dawned upon me that 
it was the men, not the women, who 
were unhappy in such marriages .... 
and they were unhappy, not because 
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they were neglected, but simply be 
cause they did not like the idea of 
the r wives contributing to the sup- 
port of their home, and were living in 
houses they didn't pav for. entirely 
them selves.” 

Her? is a little of what the author 
has tc say about boredom: 

“Tt s not merely etupid to be bored. 
It Is @ crime. No one has a right to 
be bor ed, and no one needs [to be, not 
even niarried people; nor is it neces- 
sary tc relieve the monotony of mar 
riage b* infidelity. It is only usual, 
and it 31 a@ usual way simply because 
it is th»* easiest. But, for two people 
who alc: lucky enough to be fond of 
each o' 1er it is very unintelligent.’

Richmond Pearson Hobson, Whose 


Exploit in Santiago Harbor Still 


Remains One of the Most Daring y 
Feats in American History, Is 4 


Given the Congressional Medal 
35 Years After the Event 
That Made Him 


Famous.

Congressional Med- 
al of Honor was 
given the other day 
to Richmond Pear- 
son Hobson. 
President Roosevelt

accounts of it appeared in newspapers. 
But the event caused scarcely a ripple 
of interest through the country. Some 
Americans never had heard of Hobson, 
and probably most of those who had 
retained but a vague recollection of his 
claim to fame. It had been nearly 35 
years since he performed the deed 
which has now been rewarded with the 
highest military decoration in the gift 
of the United States. 

At the turn of the century it would 
have been vastly different. When ‘‘Re- 
member the Maine!” still had power 
to arouse patriotic passion, bicycling 
was in its heyday, Charles Dana Gib- 
son’s drawings created the standards 
of human comeliness, and Hobson was 
a national hero, acclaimed throughout 
the land. Wherever he weit crowds 
gathered to pay homage to him, men 
struggled to shake his hand, and wom- 
en fought for a chance to kiss this 
romantic young man who combined so 
thrillingly the courage of a warrior, 
the courtliness of a Southern gentle- 
man and the face and figure of one of 
Mr. Gibson's idealizations. It is doubt- 
ful if any moral young man was ever 
kissed by as many strange women as 
Hobson. 

What caused this adulation and the 


award of the Medal of Honor was a. 


naval maneuver in the Spanish Ameri- 
can War--an exploit which ‘for cold- 
blooded daring has seldom been sur- 
passed in any war. In the early morn- 
ing of June 3, 1898, Hobson with 
seven companions took the collier Mer- 
rimac into the harbor of Santiago, 
Cuba, through a field of mines and 
under the point-blank fire of Spanish 
guns, and sank it, in an effort to block 
the channel and so bottle up Cervera’s 
fleet. The Merrimac's crew survived 
that experience because 1000-to-1 
shots occasionally do come through. 

Hobson at that time was assistant 
naval constructor with Adiniral Samp- 
son's fleet. He had the rank of lieu- 
tenant and was 27 years old. A native 
of Alabama, he had been graduated 
from the United States Naval Academy 
at Annapolis in 1889, at the head of 
his clags, and had been sent to France 
by the Government for further study. 
When the war with Spain began he 
was assigned to duty on Sampson's 
flagship, the New York, as a technical 
observer and adviser—-virtually as a 
non-combatant. 

When Admiral Sampson decided to 
try to bottle up Cervera’s ships by 
sinking a vessel in the harbor en- 
trance, it Was natural that he should 
call on Lieutenant Hobson, his con- 
struction expert, to work out details. 
But for the desperate job of carrying 
out the Plan—of actually taking the 
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‘ship into the channel and scuttling it 


-—Hobson volunteered. 

The plan, in outline, was as follows: 
Ten torpedoes were to be strung along 
the port side of the Merrimac, well 
below the water line, and arrange- 
ments would be made for sea connec- 
tions to be opened quickly. The ship 
was to slip past Morro Castle, at the 
entrance to the channel, before day- 
break, and when it reached a par- 
ticularly narrow place in the passage 
was to be swung across the channel 
and sunk by exploding the torpedoes 
and opening the sea connections. The 
Merrimac was 333 feet long, and the 
channel was 350 to 450 feet wide in 
jis narrow parts. After the job was 
done the crew would try to escape in 
a lifeboat. 

Hobson wanted to take also a couple 
of war-heads, the explosive sections of 
torpedoes, to blow up the ship from 
the inside if the torpedoes on the out- 
side of the hull failed to do the work. 
But Admiral Sampson wouldn't permit 
that. ‘“‘They would biow everything 
to the devil,’’ he said. 


UCH work had to be done to 
I tui the Merrimac ready 

for the venture. The regular 
crew moved out their posses- 
sions and most of the ship's 
movable gear. Anchors were ar- 
ranged so that they could be dropped 
readily when needed. Plates had to be 
prepared for quick removal and coal 
had to be shoveled away from the port 
side in order that it might not mini- 
mize the effect of the torpedo blasts. 


‘The torpedoes themselves had to be 


prepared and fastened in place by 
ropes, the firing apparatus arranged, 
the selected crew coached in its duties. 

There was a false start before the 
Merrimac made its run to glory and 
destruction. On the morning of June 
2 the ship steamed for the harbor en- 
trance, its crew ready for the ordeal. 
But there had been delays and day 
was breaking as the vessel approach- 
ed the Morro. Hobson was going on 
anyway, but Admiral Sampson sent a 
torpedo boat to call him back. 

About 2 o'clock on the morning of 
June 3, the Merrimac left its position 
behind the blockading line of Ameri- 
can war vessels and began to steam to- 
ward the entrance of Santiago harbor 
under a high, bright moon. 

There were seven men aboard in 
addition to Lieutenant Hobson, the 
commander. They were: Osborn W. 
Deignan, coxswain; Daniel Montague, 
chief master-at-arms; George Charette, 
gunner’s mate; J. E. Murphy, cox- 
swain; George F. Phillips, machinist: 
Francis Kelly, water tender, and 
Randolph Clausen, coxswain. They 
had been selected from the hundreds 
who had volunteered for this hagard- 
ous duty. It has been erroneously re- 
ported that Clausen was a stowaway; 
Hobson accepted him just before the 


start when it was found an additional 
man would be needed. The men were 
stripped down to heavy underwear. 
They wore life preservers and revolvers 
were strapped around their waists.
